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Leaders 

Being a church leader is hard work. It's more than just honor, fame and glory. When we take up leadership in 
the church, we're joining in what God is doing and bringing others along with us. 

Here are some of the things I look for in leaders: 

Faith. We need leaders who have faith in Christ and demonstrate that faith in the way they live. 

Character: Leaders exhibit the Fruit of the Spirit in their lives. They cultivate that fruit to be even more 
fruitful. 

Dependability. When a leader says he'll do something, he does it. 

Passion. Leaders demonstrate a passion for Jesus and a passion for people. 

Commitment. Leaders are regular in worship and giving. 

Growing. Leaders are continually seeking to grow in their relationship with Jesus. They are opportunists, 
looking for ways to grow and to bless others. 

Action. Even when they don't have official positions real leaders are always looking for ways to contrib- 
ute and make things happen. 

Relationships. Leaders are able to get along with others. They practice forgiveness, encouragement and 
love. 

Here are some things that tell me a person is not ready for leadership: 

Negativity. While it is always possible to find things that aren't the way they ought to be, the leader sees 
the gap between current reality and builds a bridge to where we need to do. The non- leader just 
gripes. 

Entitlement. Non-leaders major on what they deserve, not on what they can contribute. They lack humil- 
ity. 

Spectators. Non -leaders are spectators. They watch other people do things. If asked directly under the 
right circumstances, they might step up. Leaders don't merely watch and wait. 

Osmosis. Non- leaders expect themselves to grow automatically just by being in a particular environment. 
Real leaders take responsibility for their own growth and the growth of others. 

Our annual time for selecting leaders is coming soon. We need more leaders - real leaders, not just place- 
holders. Maybe you'll be one. You can begin the process now by seeking to become the right kind of person.

A Voice from the Past

Why share a testimony? Here are some good reasons: 

• When you share a testimony, you put your experience into words. This helps you understand that experi- 
ence better. 

• Others can gain new insight into the character and faithfulness of God 

• As people hear of God's work in your life, they might gain the courage to step out and trust God as you 



have.
